veral Occaſions, in prejudice of the. Liberties of 
the Church of France, and of the Rights and Pre- 
heminences of the Crown; there has been 
nothing obſerv'd in the Hiſtory of late Ages, pa- 
rallel to' what-was done in the Month of . December 
laſt, and which is nothing more but what.the Pope 
has been contriving many Years, in declaring him- 
ſelf an Enemy of France. 


The whole World knows what Care the King 
has taken'to oppoſe the Progreſſes of a growing 
Hereſie, and to cauſe the Decrees of yocent the 
rtoth, and Alexander the 7th, to be Executed. 
The Reſolution of re-uniting the whole Kingdom 
in one and the fame Belief, ſeem'd not only to 
Politicians, but to the , moſt Pious and .Zealous 
Perſons, 'a Project equally whimſical and 
rous. Nevertheleſs Our Auguſt Monarch, to 
whom nothing is impoſſible , eſpecially when he 
endeavours the Intereſts of Heaven, ſet himſelf fo 
ſucceſsfully to this great Work, and fo' happily 
join'd his Favours and Bounties to the undoubted_ 
Juſtice of ' his Edits ; that this Enterprize is now 
abſolutely accompliſh'd, by the Re-union of near 
. two Millions of Perſons, that are return'd into 
the Boſome of the Church, and who at this day 
own- the lawful 'Power of the See : of Rome, whoſe 
Yoak they had before caſt off. 

The : King, may he.not expect from the Pope, 
continual Teſtimonies of Acknowledgment, not 
only in Words but in Deeds 2 Continual increaſe of 
Kindneſſes 
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Kindneſſes and Favours 2 The Church and all its 
Miniſters, are they not bound to give continual 


inſtances of Reſpect and Deference to a Prince, from 
whom'they receive ſo potent and fo efficacious a 


Protection ? 


Nevertheleſs the Pope being prepoſleſsd by Fa- 
Ctious Spirits, would needs take _—_— of the 
Declarations the King made upon-the point of the 
Regalia, without conſidering that this Right, one 
of the moſt Eminent of the Crown, has been ac- 
knowledg'd by a vaſt number of his Predeceſlors,

And though the King , being thoroughly in-

his Actions, reſolvd to' aſſemble the Clergy of

Court of Rome, gmitted not ariy means to ſpread 
about the Kingdom, the new Opinions of the 
Popes Infallibility, and the indiret Power which 
Rome. ſtrives tb wſurp overithe 'Temporality of 
Kings; that Aﬀembly, We fay, 'did not pretend 
to frame a Deciſion of a doubtful Contraverſie; 
but give a Publick and Authentick Teſtimony 
of a certain Truth, taught -by all- the Fathers 
of: the Otairch; zfd Yetermined ' by all: the Coun- 
cils; 'and efpecially by*thoſe of Conſtance xad- Baſile. 
And it's well. known that *#he Cardinal of Tor 
rain -afliſting-at the - Council of Trent, publickly

| And indeed, the Popes Obſtinacy is 

the Cauſe, that thirty five Cathedral} Churches 
remain. detieme- of ''Paftors,” arid 'vhis' it a time

,. and when the Preſence of the Biſhops is 
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know that thoſe Unhappy times are paſt,. when. 
a groſs ignorarice joined to a Faintneſs in the: 
Government, and falſe Prepoſſeſſions, rendred the 
Pope's Decrees ſo very dreadful, however unjuſt 
they might be; and that thoſe Diſputes and 
Quarrels, far from augmenting their Power, do 
only ſerve to cauſe enquiry to be made into the 
Origine of their Uſurpations, and leſſen. the 
Veneration of the People rather than encreafe 
it ? 

Matters did-not remain in theſe terms, the 
Pope caer to. ſignalize his Popedom by ſome 
extraordinary ' Innovation , conceived the Deſign 
of deſtroying the Franchiſes of the Ambaſſadours 
of Crowned Heads. 

Suppoſe; thoſe Franchiſes were. gracious: Con-: 
ceſſions by the Popes, yet could/they not 'be re- 
voked without lawful. 'Cauſes. Fulius the 3d, 
Pius the 4th, Gregory the 13th, and S:xtaus the 5th, 
complain'd, indeed, of the abuſes committed- 
by ſome of the Miniſters'; of Princes, ' in 
their giviog -, $anRuaxy -in:; their: Quarters, | to 
Perſons guilty of Enormous Crimes, they contri- 
ved Expedients to put an end to: this Diſorder, or 
to leſſen it: And. if they at anytime offered to-a- 
boliſh the Franchiſes, vr fu nnon "Were ft! 
Vain anc 496 al 5\ And. | hey have: cown'd by 
their Bulls,,14hac ch6.] Miniſtexs of Princes __ 
in; this grounded on; an: Ancient; Poſleffion, which, 
notwi

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But the Preheminencies of the Crown of 
France are built upon Authentick Titles, which 
the Popes cannot diſown without extreme Ingra- 
titude. 


Can they forget, that having been a long 
» While perſecuted, impriſon'd, baniih'd, one while 
by the Emperours of Conſtantinople, or by the 
Exarchs of Ravenna, and another while by the 
Kings of the Lombards : Pepin and Charle- 
magne not only freed them from that ſlave 
ry ; but they» gave them out of pure I 
berality , what is now called the Patrimo- 
ny of Saint Peter 2 Have not ſeveral of them 
own'd, that the Church, and particularly the See 
of Rome, has received in all times from our 
Kings all fort of 'Succour and Prote&tion ? And: 
is not this what has made them merit the Glo- 
rious Title of Eldeſt Soh- of the Church 2 And 
Rome being now as it were the Center of the 
Unity of the Church, is it not juſt that He who 
has Right to make himſelf known in the Qua- 
lity of Sovereign, thould receive in the Perſon 
of his Miniſters: ſuch marks of Reſpe&t and De- 
ference, as are due both to the Dignity of his 
Crown, and to his Sacred Perſon ? 


Refides, the Ambaſſadors of our Kings ever 
maintain'd themſelves in poſleflion of the Fran- 
B chiſes : 
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chiſes':: and the King having Expreſsd his Re- 
ſentment for the Inſult done in the Quarter, and 
to the Family of the Duke of Crequi His Ambaſ- 
fador, fatisfaltion was given for that Injury : the 
Pope's Nephew came in Quality of Legate to 
make Excuſes to the King ; the Regiment of 
Corfi that had committed the Violence, was ca- 
ſhiered ; thoſe, whoſe Orders they had executed, 
were puniſhed ; a Pyramid was ere&ted at Rome 
to be as a Monument for the King's Honor-: And 
what more particularly relates to our Subje&, it 
was agreed by the Treaty of Piſa, that all Duty, 
Reſpect and Deference ſhall be paid to his Maje- 
ſty's Ambaſſadors. And if the leaſt Enquiry be but 
made into the Occaſion of the Quarrel, it is 
eaſic to find, that by this Article the Franchiſe 
- our Ambaſſadors ſtands approved and con- 
firm'd. 


Aﬀter this, can it be conceived, that the 
Pope ſhould have proceeded to that Extremity, 
as to declare by a Bull, that he abſolutely re- 
vokes the Franchizes of the Quarters in reſpect 
of all Ambaſladors; and to add to that Bull 
vain Threats of Excommunication, that are not 
capable of creating the leaſt Terrour in the moſt 
timerous Minds, and in the niceſt Conſci- 
ences. | 


We do not pretend, Gentlemen, to prove by 
2 number of tedious Citations, that neither Our 
Kings 
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Kings nor their Officers can be fubjet to any 
— Excommunication in all that relates to the Ex: 

erciſe of their Places : theſe are certain Maxims 
that cannot be called in queſtion , and that have 
no need of Confirmation; and we dare boldly 
affirm . there is not a perſon, even in Rome, 
that ſeriouſly believes, that an Ambaſſador, that 
executes his Maſter's Orders that are not grate: 
ful to the Pope, does thereby incur Eccleſiaſtical 


Cenlures. 


Preſuppoſing that ſome difference *be ſtarted 
between the King and the Pope concerning the 
Franchiſes of the Quarter of the French Embaſ- 
ſador : It is a Concern altogether Temporal, of 
the number of thoſe which Soveraigns Treat a- 
micably between themfelves through the Inter- 
poſition of their Miniſters ; and nothing can be 
obſerved in this Conteſt , that either relates to 
Faith, or the Doctrine of the Church, nor even 
the Diſcipline, or obſerving of the Canons. 


Therefore it is an intolerable abuſe, that in a 
matter purely Secular, the Pope ſhould make uſe 
of -Spiritual Arms, and. of- the Power of bind- 
ing and unbinding , which Feſus' Chrif? has in- 
truſted in his Apoſtles, which ought not to be 
employed fave on an urgent neceſſity, for mat- 
ters grave and important , which regard the 
Salvation of Souls ; _ never -out of a —_ 
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of Government, a motive of Revenge , or an 
immoderate defire of Extending ones Po- . 
wer. 7" 


And- indeed , the Bull of Julius the Third , 
which condemns the Franchiſes of the Quarters, 
as well in regard of the Miniſters of Princes, as 
of the Cardinals, Exhorts the Officers of Juſtice - 
to do the Duties of their Places throughout the 
whole Town , and to make ſearch for the 
Guilty , not only in Streets and publick Places, 
but in Houſes without diſtintion : It declares 
thoſe that ſhall reſiſt them guilty of High Trea- 
ſon, and orders that the General of the Eccleſi- 
aſtical Troops ſhall with main force ſuccour and 
afſiſt the Magiſtrates in caſe of Rebellion. Thus 
this Bull is a State-Regulation, and made - by the 
Pope in Quality of a Temporal Prince, the 
Execution of which is committed to Secular 
Judges, and wherein there is not any track to be 
found of Excommunication and Cenſure. 


The Decrees of 'Pzus the Fourth, Gregory the 
Thirteenth, and Sixtus the Fifth, are the fame, 
and' were as ſucceſsleſs in the upſhot ; Though 
they impoſe 'very dreadful Temporal Punithments 
both on -the' Judges that ſhall order ' the Tole- 
ration of the Franchiſe of the Quarters, and on 
the Pope's Subjes that ſhall make uſe of thoſe 
SanRuaries, to avoid the puniſhment of their 
In Crimes, 
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Crimes, and the payments of their Debts. And 
indeed all theſe Bulls did not hinder our Am- 
baſfadors from maintaining the Franchiſe of their 
Quarters, and without going farther back ; the 
late Duke D' Eftree Aie peaceably enjoy it, and 
without any diſturbance till his death. 


Wherefore the Pope ought to conſider the de- 
fgn of depriving his Succeſlor of it, as an Im- 
poſſible Projet. But. not content with renew- 
ing thoſe Ancient Decrees, the Memory of which 
was almoſt aboliſh'd ; and with pretending there- 
by to ſignalize his Zeal, he has in his Bull. in- 
ſerted Clauſes of Excommunication, that rather 
ſhew his ill-will, and thirſt of Dominion, than 
the Exerciſe of a Lawful Power. 


And to give ſome colour to fo ſcandalous 
an Innovation, he refers to that famous 
Bull, ftild i» Cena Domini, becauſe it is read 
at Rome every Thurſday of the Holy Week. 
True it is, that if this Decree , whereby the 
Popes Declare themſelves Soveraign Monarchs 
of the World, be legitimate ; the Majeſty Royal 
will then depend on their humour, all our Li- 
berties will be aboliſhd, the Secular Judges 
will no longer have the Power to Try the 
Poſſeſſion of Benefices , nor the Civil and Cri- 
minal Cauſes of Eccleſiaſtical Perſons; and _ 
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ſhall quickly ſee our ſelves brought under the 
yoke of the Inquiſition. 


Thus, however unjuſt and abuſive this* new 
Decree may be, it is much lefs dangerous by 
the frivolous Menaces it contains, than by its 
being built upon a Title altogether void and 
vicious ; and that in this Conjuncture, it looks 
as if Rome would at preſent follow the ſteps of 
Fulius the 2d. renew his Animoſity and Rage 
againſt Fraxce, without making refletion how 
_— his Memory is in the Chriſtian Common- 

wealtn. 


When Pope Gregory the 4th meaning to. ren- 
der himſelf Arbitrator of the Diſpute that aroſe 
between Lewis the Debonnair and his Children , 
threatned the Biſhops of France to Excommuni- 
cate them, if they did not cloſe with his De- 
- ſigns: Thoſe Prelates being ſurprized. at a Pro- 

cedure ſo contrary to the Canons, couragiouſly 
anſwerd , That they would not - obey the Pope's 
Wilt; and that if he came with a defign to Ex- © 
communicate them, he ſhould himſelf return Ex- 
communicated : $t Excommunicaturus wveniret , Ex- 
communicatus abiret ; as if they meant to fay, 
That he, who without lawful Cauſe, and through 
humane Motives, undertakes to ſuſpend one of 
the Members of Feſws Chriſt from the Commus»

nion of the Church, does ſeparate himſelf from 
it by ſuch an unjuſt attempt. 


Let us further urge, that the ill uſe which 
the Popes have in ſo many Occaſions made 
of the Authority with which they are entruſt- 
ed in giving it no other Bounds than thoſe 
of their own will, has been the ſource of al- 
moſt all the incurable Miſchiefs, with which 
the Church is afflicted , and the moſt ſpecious 
Pretences of the Hereticks and Schiſmaticks 
that the laſt Age producd, fo as the Divines 
aſſembled by Pope Pau! the Third's Order, did 
ſincerely own ; and beſides at preſent , the bare 
Idea of the Infallibity, and indire& Power which 
the Complaifance of the 7ta/ia» Doors does 
Attribute to the See of Rome , upon the Tem- 

ralty of Princes, is one of the greateſt Ob- 
ſtacles that oppoſe the Converſion, not only of 
individual Perſons, but of whole Provinces ; and 
Peoples minds cannot be too thoroughly convinc'd 


" that theſe new Opinions do not make part of the 


Doqtrine of the Univerſal Church. 


It is obſervable, that though the » Bull 
which revokes the Franchizes of Ambaſſadors, 
be ſubſcribed by a conſiderable Number of 


Cardinals; almoſt all thoſe that compoſe the 


Sacred Colledg, uſed their utmoſt endeavours - 
dul- 
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diſſwade the Pope from publiſhing it , and only 
Sign'd it out of a blind Obedience to his Or- 
ders. And would he have given the leaſt 'Ear 
to Reaſon, rather than to the fallacious and ſelf 
intereſted Counſels of the Flatterers that ſurround 
him: the Advice which Cardinal & Efree gave 
him in Writing, would have diverted him from 
ſo unjuſt an undertaking, and which may produce. 
ſuch very fad Events. | 


However, tho this pretended Bull has not been 
- publiſhed in Fraxce, .nor ever ſignified to the 
Sieur Marquis de Lavardin , whom the King 
had appointed for his Ambaſlador at Rome ; and 
though the Menaces it contains, are only direQ- 
ed to thoſe that ſhall pretend to maintain the 
Franchizes of the Quarters of Ambaſſadors, 
and that he . was ſtill uncertain what Orders 
that Miniſter had received from the King ' his 
Maſter ; at the moment he enters upon the Ter- 
ritories that are in SubjeCtion to 'the Pope, the 
Legate of Bologna, and the other Governors of 
the Eccleſiaſtical State , receive Prohibitions of 
paying him in any place the Honours and Civi- 
lities due to his Character. He arrives at Rome, 
and the Cardinals are forbid to viſit him, or to have 
any commerce with him. |

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If he had been an Envoy from the Kmperour of the 
Turks, from the King of Perfa, or ſome other tnfidel 
Prince, he would not have been ſo rigorouſly usd. Is 
it tuat the Pope means to have no more Commerce with 
France? Is he perſuaded that His Power reaches no far- 
ther than the Dioceſs of Rome, and his Patriarchſhip than 
the Neighbouring Provinces, ſtiled Suburbicarial 2 Does 
he intend to renounce the Quality of Head of the Church, 
and Common Father of the Faithful 2 And may not this ſuſ- 
picion .be jaftly conceived, when we ſee, that at Ro me 
Audience is refuſed to the Ambaſſadour of the greateſt 
King in the World,” and to the Miniſter of a Prince, in- 
finitely more recommendable for his Piety, and the care e 
he takes to reſtore in his Dominions the true Worſhip of 
God, than for all the other , Heroick Vertues which he 
poſſeſſes in a ſupream Degree. 


And herein the Pope and his Officers Proceedings 
have appeared , ſo: irregular to, the whole Earth , that the 
Ambaſſadours, and other Miniſters of the Chriſtian Princes 
that Reſide at Rome, and.-who, in the Field of Flora, heard 
and faw the BULL Aﬀixed, . which condemns the 
Franchizes , did, nevertheleſs, own the Sieur de Lavardin 
as the Kings Ambaſfdour, viſit him, and converſe with 
tim ; and they with reaſon conſidered 'the Menaces of 
Excommunication inſerted :in the BU L L, as the impes 
tuous .'motion of an immoaderate: heat, that-can-neither 
produce effe, ar be of continuance. 


And what will appear moſt, ſirange., is, that the 
Mo(t Chriſtia» King, the Eldeſt Son , and Protector of 
the Church, ſending a Miniſter of Peace to Rowe , the 


Pope 
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Pope. will. neither hear him,” nor | be *acquainted © with, 
his IaſtruQions : And not only perſeveres in this refuſal, 
whatever Invitation or Warning 5'grveir him; bur the 
Kings ' Ambaſſadour having - afliſted' 'at the Midnight 
Devotions on Chriſtmas-Fve , and having fulfflted aft the 
Duties of a Chriſtian, with great Piety and Edification'; 
The Pope being over-ruld by the Enemies of France, 
looks upon that- Holy Action, as a prophanation of our 
moſt Auguſt Myſteries ; and in Rome a Placcard has been 
Afﬀix'd,, containing, that the Parochial Church of St. Lewzs 
is denounced to be Interdited; becauſe, that 
the Curate and Minifters of that Church have 
»* had the boldnek to admit to the Divine Office, 
and to the participation of the Sacraments, Henry 
de : Beaumanoir , Marquis of Lavardis, notoriouſly Ex- 
.communicated. <2 


Can any thing be more unreafonable, and more 
nojuft, not to ſay more monſtrous than this Placcard ? 
Were any juridical Citations made to the Sieur Mar- 
quis 4c Lavardin? Was there pronounc'd againſt hirty 
any Sentence of Excommmmication that has been 
Aﬀexed and Publifſhid in Rome , or ſignified to the 
Pariſh St. Lowis ? This Pariſh, by a BULL of 
SIXTUS the Fifth, is Declared the National 
Church of the French, with this Circumſtance , that 
in whatever part of Rome they make their Abod 
they are reputed Pariſhioners of St. Lewis, and oblig'd 
there to aſſiſt at the Divine Service, and there to 
receive the Sacraments | 


Ir 
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Tt would beeaſy to ſhew how very Odious theſe fort 'of 
Interdiqs are, how very contrary to thg Spirit of the 
Church, and the Decrees of the Councils, nay and how 
many Precautions and Procedures are required, according to 
the Senziments of the Canoniſts, to render them valid : 
And the ill ſucceſs of the Interdi& of Yenice ought for ever 
to-hinder Popes from Thundering out Cenfures, and pub- 
liſhing Interdiats to maintain their Authority. Beſides 
the whole World is convinced, that it is not the Zeal of 
the Houſe of God, but Spite: and Reſeatment, that oc- 
cafion'd;the Publication of that Placcard, which at Rome 
has only produced Indignation againſt thoſe who ynſpire 
the Pope with ſuch Pernicious Councils. 


It's well known that ſome years ago, the Pope having 
pretended that the King of Spain's rs at Naples had 
{made Invaſians. upon.the Ecclefiaſtical juriſdictions : He 
atack'd them with 'Cenſures that were publickly thun- 
derd out: Nevertheleſs theſe Officers. did with reaſon 
ſlight thoſe frivolous Excomminnications ; they aſliſt at 
the Divine Service, the Sacraments are adminiſtred to 
them : /And'the Pope never thought of interdifting any 
of the-Chniches of, Naples : Which-ſhews that this Pre- 
tende.! Intertiteg 45s nother cn n to4nſult the Kings 
Ambaiiadour. . | 


And in all the: Popes: Conduct there. is, diſcovered 1o 
much partiality, in favour of thoſe that are Enemies, 
of jcalous of the Profperities of this Crown ; ' ſuch At- 
fecatitins of ,givitig France a Diſtaſte in matters Indif 
ferent, did -eyen 4a thoſe that would be moſt: advanta- 
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peous to the god of Religion; that it is difflcuſt to | 
conceive, that his Majeſty has fo long diſfembled, ' and .

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Eccleſiaſticks do not believe that the Pope is 
INFALLIBLE; that they do not like the 
Tralian Doors, attribute to him the Title of n+ 
verſal Monarch; that they are perſuaded He has no 
power, either diret or indire&, over the Tempo- 
rality of Kings, and that He is to all intents inferiour 
to the Councils, that have a right to Corre&t Him, 
and to Reform His Decifions. The Pope upon this 
imaginary pretence, refuſes them BULLS, and 
leaves the third - part of the Churches of the 
Kingdom deſtitute of Paffors. Is this imitating the 
Care and Lenity of the Apoſtles in the Government 
of the Church. 


After all, before the Concordate, thoſe that were 
Eledted by the Clergy and the people, and after- 
wards by the Chapters, in preſence of one of the 
Kings Cemmilſioners' : Were they not Ordained 
by the Metropolitan, aſſiſted by the Biſhops of 
the Province, after that the King had approved of 
their Election ? The 'Right acquired to the King by 
the Concordate , being Authorized in this reſpe& by 
the Tacit conſent of the whole Gallican Church, and 
confirmed by a poſſeſſion of near two Centuries, 
ought ſo much the leſs 'to receive any Change and 
Invaſion, . that during, the firſt four Ages of the Monar- 
chy, they went. not . to Rome to demand Inſtitution 
and Induction of Benefices : The Biſhops Diſpos'd of. 
all thoſe that were vacant in their Dioceſſes ; and our 
Kings did almoſt ever nominate to the Biſhopricks ; and. 
as they ſometimes granted the Clergy and the people 

| D the 
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the liberty of Eſe&ing a Paſtor : they often re- 
ſerv'd the choice of him to them» !7es; he they had 
choſen was immetiately Confecrated,wijthour che Popes 
intermeddling in the matter. Who hinders us from 
following theſe Examples, grounded upon this 
excellent Reaſon, That the Right. which all the 
Faithful had in the beginning of appointing them- 
ſelves a Head ; being no longer to be exerciſed in 
common, ought to paſs into the Power of the 
Soveraign, on whom the Subjeas rely for the 
Government of the State; of which the Church is 
the nobleſt part. 


But as to the Pope, ſince He refuſes to joyn 
the Concourſe of His Authority to the Kings No- 
mination : We may preſume, that He means to dif- 
charge Himſelf of the painful burden which over- 
whelms Him; and that His Infirmities not per- 
mitting Him 'to extend His Paſtoral Diligence over 
all the parts of the Zniverſal Church ; the Devolu- 
tion that is made in caſe of negligence, ſometimes 
even from the Superiour to the Inferiour, may 
Authorize the Biſhops to lay the Hands on 
thoſe that ſhall be Nominated by the King to 
the Prelacies; His Nomination having as 
much, or ' more effe&, than the Eleion of the 
people nd the Clergy, which -ought, without diffi- 
culty, to be Confirmed by the Immediate Su- 
periour ; when an unworthy perſon was not 


choſen.

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And if the like reſolution requires the being ac- 
companied with ſome temperament ; If it requires 
the Biſhops Concurrence : The King may Le be- 
ſought to convene the Provincial Councils, or if 
need be, a National Council; therein to take 


Reſolutions ſuitable to the Occaſions of the Gallicas 
Church, 


And as the Evil ſeems urgent, and that there 
would be poſſibly ſome danger in venturinig up- 
on the delays that are inſeparable to the holding of 
a National Council, H:s Majeſty may aſſemble 
ſuch as he pleaſes of the principal Officers, of the 
Biſhops, and conſiderable Perſons of all the Orders 
of his Realm, to take their advice in ſo important 
an Afﬀair. 


But-it is not juſt, that while that the Pope re- 
fuſes to Execute the Concordate in one of its prin- 
cipal Articles, he does, nevertheleſs, enjoy the Ad- 
vantages that are granted him by that Treaty , 
which contains Conventions reciprocally obligato- 
ry; that people continue to go to Rome, and thi- 
ther carry Money , for the obtaining either the 

D 2 Inſtitutions 
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Inſtitutionsof Benefices or Diſpenſations, that may be 
eaſily expedited in the Kingdom. 


Now if we propoſe to break off this Traffick , 
it is only becauſe .it ceaſes to be reciprocal ; and 
becauſe that the Pope by his Obſtinacy , interpo- 
ſing an invincible impediment to the Expedition of 
the Bulls of a great number of Biſhopricks. It 
would be a ſhame to ſuffer that the Ga/lican Church 
ſhould remain burden'd with the Yoak of Prevention 
of Reſignations in favour, and of all the other Servi- 
tudes whereunto France was content to ſubmit by the 
Concordlate,

And herein We do but faintly repel the Injury that 
is done Us: We oppoſe the Buckler of our Liberties 
againſt a New and Un-exampled Enterprize. Ca- 
lamity and Anathema, to thoſe that out of Inte- 
reſt or Caprice,. diſturb the Correſpondence that 
ought to be between *the Prieſthood and the Roy- 
alty, Who ſeem to have no other Aim than to 
raiſe a Schiſm in the Church, and by fatal Divi- 
fions diſturb the Peace which all Europe enjoys, 
and which was procuted It by the Valour and 
Wiſdom of our Invincible Monarch.

'Tis very ſtrange, that the S x whoſe Prin- 
Cipal Care ought to be to preſerve the puri- 
ty of the Faith, and to hinder the progreſs 
of new Opinions, has never ccaſed ſince he 
has been ſeated- in St. Peter's Chair, to Con- 
verſe and have a Correſpondence with all 
thoſe that had publickly declared them{elves 
the Diſciples of Fanſenius ,, whoſe Doctrine his 
predeceſſors had condemned: He has loaded 
them with his Favours, has ſpoken to the 
higheſt degree in their praiſe, declared him- 
ſelt their Proteffor ; and this dangerous Fa- 
Aion , which for thirty years together omit- 
ted no manner of means to leſſen the Autho- 
rity of Eccleſiaſtical and Secular powers , that 
were not favourable to it, does now erect 
Altars to the Pope, becauſe he backs and fo- 
ments this Cabal, which would anew have rut- 
fled the peace of the Church, it the fore-ſight 
and indefatigable Cares of a Prince, whom 
Heaven has produc'd to be the Buckler and 
Defender of the Faith, had not ſlopt its 
Current. 


To which may be added , that the Pope, 
inſtead of making it his whole buſineſs to 
ſtile in their Birth the Errours of the Quiz- 


tiſts, 
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tits, he in that reſpet remains in a kind 
of Drowſineſs and Lethargy, and while that 
upon Matters and Occurrences that are cer- 
tainly of no ſuch moment to Religion, he 
makes ſuch a buſtle, and publiſhes Declara- 
tions that create ſo much trouble ; hardly 
will he ſuffer to be executed the Condemna- 
tion part againſt the Author of a Set, which 
under ſhadow of a Refinement of Devoti-

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See, We will acknowledge Saint Peter's

All theſe Reaſons, and a world of others 
which we omit, oblige us to require that 
it would pleaſe the Court to admit Us as 
appealing againſt the Abuſe of the Bull , da- 
ted in the Month of May laſt, and of the 
Ordinance given in purſuance thereof : And 
upon our Appeal, to declare the faid Bull 
and Ordinanee void and abuſive; making Pro- 
hibition to all Perſons, of vending them in 
the Kingdom, on pain of being proceed- 
ed againſt according to the ſeverity of the 
Law ; enjoyning all thoſe that have Copies 
of them, to bring them to the Regiſter of 
the Court, in order to their being ſuppreſ- 
ſed : As likewiſe, to order that the Aqt of 
Appeal , made by the Attumey General to

Efore the underwritten Apoſtolical Notary 
was preſent in his own Perſon, Mzſſtre Achilles 

de Harlay, Counſellor of the King in his Council of 
State, and his Majeſties Attorney General, who in 
the Preſence, and by the Advice and Council of 
Meſfire Denis Talon and of Meſſire Francois Criteau de 
la Moignon alſo , Counſellors of the King in his 
Conncil of State, and his Advocates General in his 
Court of Parliament, has declared that having ſome 
timeſince ſeen Copies of a Bull given on the 12th.of 
May laſt paſt, by our Holy Father Pope Innocent the 
11th. concer the Franchiſes which certain Per- 
 ſonsare in pofſeſhonof enjoyingin the City of Rome, 
he could not have imagined that his Holineſs could 
bave conceived the deſign of comprehending the Am- 
baſſadors which the King was willing to ſend tohim, 
in the general Menaces of Excommunication which
